The Older Worker

The Minister of Labour several months ago cir¬ 
culated to employers a questionnaire regarding their 
experience with older workers. Now, we learn, the 
great majority of those replying agreed that in such 
matters as turnovers, learning ability, absenteeism 
and accidents, the older worker gets high marks; 
higher marks, in fact, in many cases, than younger 
employees. 

This test of Canadian employer opinion confirms 
many earlier studies on this continent. On the strength 
of these there can be no doubt that a whole lot of pre¬ 
conceived notions on this subject are in need of dras¬ 
tic revision. 

Among the comments made: Older men have 
proven their ability. They stay with the company for 
a longer period of time. They bring a good measure 
of maturity to the job. They account for fewer lost 
days than their junior counterparts. They have better 
judgement and are less likely to be diverted by wine, 
women and song. They are more persistent, less easily 
discouraged. 

One manufacturer reported hiring four salesmen 
five years ago. Two of them turned in superlative 
results and are still with the company. They were 
both over 50. The two younger men were recently 
replaced—by older men. Today, 17 of the company’s 
28-man sales force are over 50. 

The company president had the following to say 
about his “senior” sales staff: “The customer reacts 
favourably to the dignity and reserve of older men, 
and often accords time and attention he would deny 
a younger, high-pressure salesman.” 

He continued: “Geriatrics expeits tell us that men 
and women never grow old as long as they keep their 
sense of humour and active interest in others. It must 
follow then that being profitably employed, rather 
than just sitting in a rocking chair, helps add years 
as well as happiness to life.” 

Clearly, the older worker, far from being a com¬ 
pany liability, is more than likely to prove a first- 
class investment.
